appeals of the District of Columbia 
afllnr.lng the sentences of imprison- 
ment imposed on President Gompers, 
Vice President John Mitchell and Sec- 
retary Frank Morrison for contempt 
of court in the Buck Stove and Range 
company case has brought these offi-

the convention to decide whether the 
case shall be further appealed to the 
1'n'tod States supreme court.

'In 
his ' annual ' report' " President 


Ghmpers said::

"To the Officers and Delegates to the 


Twenty-ninth 
Annual 
Convention 


American Federation of Labor: 


"Fellow-Workers: Permit me in the 


name of the great cause of labor and 
humanity in which we have the honor 
to be enlisted, to welcome you to this 
twenty-ninth annual convention of the 
American Federation of La-bor. In this 
labor movement we gather as the rep- 
resentatives and by direction of our 
organized- fellow-workers, and it is up- 
on the labor movement that the toil- 
ers and the lovers of human freedom 
have set their hearts and hopes. They 
realize that the trade union movement 
of America is the historically deveV 
oped potential force which bears the 
brunt-and scars of battle and which' 
makes sacrifices for right and justice 
for all, for all time. 
There is not a 


wrong against which 'we fail to pro- 
test'or seek to remedy: there is not 
a right to which any of our. fellows 
are entitled which It is not our'duty, 
mission, arid work and struggle to at- 
tain. So long as there shall remain -a 
wrong unrighted or a right denied, 
there will be ample work for the la- 
bor movement to do. The struggle 
through the ages has always been at- 
tended with brutal tyranny and cruel 
injustice. 
Some have always had -to 


suffer 'that'the people might obtain 
some modicum of freedom. The times 
in which we now live are no exception 
to that rule.. They who are true to 
their fellows, true to themselves, can 
not and dare not evade the duties and 
responsibilities which may come from 
their advocacy of the cause of the peo- 
ple. 


"Tyranny, exercises by no matter 


whom or from ,-what source, must lie 
resisted at all hazards. 
The labor 


movement which is the defender, pro- 
tector and promoter of the rights and 
interests of the people must be car- 
ried forward, its rapacious, ignorant 
opponents to the contrary 
notwith- 


standing. 
We 
should 
not, • and 
we 


must not, surrender the rights which 
we have achieved for the toilers; we 
dare not permit'the workers to be- 
come the victims of the tender mer- 
cies of the! rexploiters. 


"The higher manhood, womanhood 


and childhood, a better standard 'it 
life which -we have achieved for Amer- 
ica's toilers, the better concept of hu- 
man rights and liberties \vhich have 
been secured at such great sacrifices 
are too precious heritages cyen- to per- 
mit them to become debatable-topics. 
They are the result of, conquests in 
the struggle; they are ours to main- 
tain and perpetuate for unborn gen- 
erations." 


The Federal Injunction." 


After reviewing at some length1 the 


contempt -cases growing out of the 
Buck stoVe boycott and tracing the 
stops in these celebrated suits leading 
up to the jail sentences and fine im- 
posed on himself and Messrs. Morrison 
and Mitchell. Mr. Gompers said:

Automobile That Plunged 


Into Chicago River is 


Fished Out. 


Chicago, 
Nov. 8.—Search for 
the 


bodies of the occupants of the automo- 
bile which plunged Into the Chicago 
river at' the'east approach of the Jack- 
son boulevard bridge last night was 
resumed today by members of the po- 
lice force and the city fire boats. They 
were aided in" their efforts by a diver 
In the employ of the city. The identity 
of the victims and the number of per- 
sons who lost their lives, however, is 
still' unknown. 


It was at first thought that the auto- 


mobile belonged to James E. Cosgrtss, 
Salt Lake City, Utah, who left the 
Congress hotel with' a party of friends 
a short time before the accident oc- 
curred^ on the way to the union sta- 
tion, but It was later learned that the 
Cosgriss party was safe and that the 
machine belonged to J. W. Schreffler. 
It is said to be one of the machines he 
has for hire and was in charge of 
Ernest Camp. Mr. Schreffler was una- 
ble to. locate the car today and feared 
that the machine belonged to him. 


The car was'traced by the number 


452, Illinois, which I was discovered by 
a diver during the night. 


Efforts of police and firemen to find 


the bodies of the victims of the acci- 
dent were fruitless through the morn- 
ing. 
Repeated attempts to raise the 


automobile from the river bed were 
also unavailing until the derrick was 
obtained. Shortly before 1 o'clock the 
machine was lifted above the water. 
No bodies were in It and the police aro 
inclined to believe that only two per- 
sons' were in the motor car when it 
toppled over the brink of the open 
draw.

Made Rope of Bed Sheet. 


A rope, made from his sheet that 


had been torn in strips, was knotted 
about .Ely's neck and it is likely that 
he hurled himself from the bed and 
that his neck was fractured, in the 
fall. He had been dead a short lime 
when tlie body was found, as it was 
not entirely cold. 


W. H. Johnston, superintendent of 


the Infirmary, stated to the 
county 


commissioners who made an invest!-, 
gallon this morning thai at 8:30 o'clock' 
last night he made a round of the wa'rd 
for insane patients and at that time 
Ely was in his bed and apparently 
asleep.. Two hours later he found the 
body.' 
" ' 


Ely was a native of Cedar Creek 


township and his parents are dead. He 
had been afilicted for* several years 
and subject to periodical attacks of 
mental trouble, but had never shown 
any tendency toward suicide nor had 
he. made any threats so far. as the 
authorities at the infirmary 'know. 


No Room for Him at Richmond. 


For a long time he was in the em- 


ploy of County Commissioner Joseph 
Tonkel, who look an Interest in him 
and wrote several personal letlers to 
the officials at Richmond in nn effort 
to have him accepted at East Haven, 
but did not succeed on account of the 
crowded condition of the 
Institution 


and the number of applicants ahead of 
him. He was accepted at the infirm- 
ary September 2 of this year. 


He had 'been employed as a. farm 


hand most of his life. 
Ho has two 


brothers surviving—George Ely. of St. 
Joe township, and Solomon

PHYSICIAN PROVES 


STOUT CHAMPION 


Mme. 
Steinheil 
Appears 


Less Haggard After a 


Day of Rest. 


Paris. Nov. S.—With the opening to- 


day of the second week of the trial of 
Mme. Margherite Steinheil, who IK ac- 
cused 
of 
murdering, her 
husband. 


Adolph Steinheil, and her step-mother, 
Mme. Japy, the public Interest In the 
case Is higher than ever. 


No direct evidence implicating the 


prisoner with the crime has yet been 
adduced, while the conflict is turning 
the sympathy in her favor. 


Mrs. Steinheil professes to have the 


greatest confidence In her acquittal. 


Testify for Accused. 


The prisoner, though looking hag- 


gard on appearing in court today, was 
considerably calmer after passing a 
Sunday of repose. 


Mme. 
Antanzio. wife 
of one of 


Slelnhell'B models, and Dr. Archary, 
Ihe Steinheil family physician, though 
called by the state, both testified In 
favor of the accused, tho former in-' 
slating upon the frenzied condition of 
the woman on the morning after tho 
crime, and the doctor contradicting In 
the most categorical 
fashion 
testi- 


mony attributed to him before the ex- 
amining magistrate. 


Dr. 
Archary denied emphatically 


that Madame Steinheil told him that 
her husband was addicted to an in- 
famous practice. Ho insisted thai Ihe 
report of his previous examination 
was erroneous and also that he never 
believed that Mme. Steinheil's illness 
subsequent lo the crime was simulat- 
ed, notwithstanding testimony to con- 
trary given by the doctors who made 
tho autopsies and expert examinations. 


Deaths Due to Asphyxiation. 


Dr. .Archary testified that Adolphe, 


Steinheil's death was due toxasphyx- 
iation after strangulation and that 
Mme. Japy's resulted from asphyxia- 
tion. Because of the manner in which 
the bodies were bound the doctor of. 
ferefl the opinion that one person alone 
could not have committed the murdeyl 


M. Aubin, counsel for 
defendant, 


promised to prove to the satisfaction 
of the jury that the gag they had ex- 
amined was not the one used to gag 
Mme. Steinheil. 


Dr. Balthazar, a, lexicologist, testi- 


fied that he found no trace of narcotics 
in the stomach of either M. Steinheil 
Or Mme. Japy. 


When recess was ordered after the 


testimony 
of other 
experts, 
Mme. 


Steinheil cried out wildly "They are 
determined to kill me." 


Detective for Woman. 


The detective -who escorted Mme. 


Steinheil when she secretly 
viewed 


Burlingham and identified him as one 
of the assassins testified that he.was 
so greatly impressed with the prison- 
er's sincerity that he would not have 
believed her If she confessed that she 
was guilty. 
"" 


"I say that," the witness shouted, 


"because it is my profound conviction. 
It is the cry of my conscience." 


Today's proceedings are considered 


a distinct victory for the defendant, 
as no direct evidence implicating her 
was produced. On the conlrary, sev- 
eral of Ihe state's witnesses testified 
in her favor. 


Mme. Steinheil at the adjournment 


of the trial for the day wore a look 
of contentment as she warmly shook 
the hand of her lawyer. 


Near Half a Score Perish in 


Brooklyn Fire and

New York, Nov. '8.—Nine persons 


are known to have lost their lives 
and it is believed four or five mi|j 
bodies may be found in the 'ruins as 
the result of an explosion and fire at 
the comb factory of Robert Morrison 
& Son, on Columbia 'street, Brooklyn 
today. 


William F. Morrison, manager and 


part owner .of the concern, is among 
the 'identified dead. The other eight 
bodies recovered aro all employes of 
the factory.' .Most of the bodies were 
badly burned. 


The explosion caused a panic among 


the employes and scores of men and 
women were injured in the mad rush 
for doors and fire escapes. 


Police and firemen arc searching the

chorus of.2,073 voices mutinied, whis- 
tled and sang under the direction of 
A. H. Godard. Those' who know Mr. 
Godard. as a hum-whistle-sing direc- 
tor do not question that if there were 
2,073 persons in the audience there 
were 2,073 who hummed, whistled and 
sang. John.N. Carey, president of the 
Y. M. C. A. board of directors, intro- 
duced Governor Marshall. The scrip- 
tural reading-was by the Rev.. Harry 
G.,Hill. The,Rev. M. L.' Haines offer- 
ed the Invocation. The Y. M, C. A. 
orchestra, under the direction of Ed- 
ward Kerner, and the Masonic mals 
quartet furnished the music.

Lyonnaise Potatoes, 


Put two scant tablespoonfuls of but- 


ter in a frying pan; when melted add 
one 
tablespoonful 
of 
very 
finely 


chopped onion, and cook for five, min- 
utes, when they should be Just begin- 
ning, to change color. Add one pint of 


diced cold boiled potatoes and shake 
occasionally until the butter is ab- 
sorbed and the potatoes have assumed 
a fiint golden lint. Season with salt 
and pepper. Sprinkle over one tabie- 
spoonlul of finely chopped parsley and 
serve In a hot dish. 


Codfish Souffle. 


Twelve ounces of codflsh, freed from 


akin and bones; one gill of cream, 'one 
gill or nsh stock or water, three eggs, 
two teaspoonfuls of butter, two table- 
spoonfuls of flour, seasoning. 


Pound the fish in a mortar, and rub 


It through a fine sieve into a basin. 
Melt the butter in a saucepan, stir in 
the Hour, and mix over the flre for 
several minutes without letting the 
Hour get brown. 


Moisten with the fish stock or wa- 


ter, and continue to stir until the mix- 
ture becomes a smooth paste; 'then add 
it to the pounded flsh, then beat in the 
•eggs one by one, add the cream, sea- 
son with pepper, salt, nutmeg and pa- 
prika. Put this into a well buttered 
souffle tin, cover with a greased' paper, 
and steam or bake'for forty minutes. 
Turn out on to a hot dish, and serve 
with tomato or anchovy sauce: this 
may be poured round the base of the 
flsh or over the shape.

The banishment of a waitress' tray 
'hen serving a meal is one of the in- 
ovatlons to which maids must now be 
rained, for a silver salver, without 
••hich no dining table service was good 
ntil within a few years, now belongs 
o the epoch dubbed "country." In its 
lace a folded dinner napkin, spick 
nd span as it came from the laundry 
lever leaves the maid's right hand, th-2 
inen serving as a salver, while pro- 
ecting her fingers from the extreme 
ieat of the dishes. 
A waitress who has not been taught 
o do this finds the greatest difficulty 
n knowing what to do with her hands. 
~he has the awkwardness of a school 
ioy, yet nothing could be simpler than 
the new method. The «napkin, in its 
irig.inal square folds, is laid on • the 
ipen palm of the right hand. On this 
-he platter or other dish is placed. If 
the china Is a large piece, the left will 
probably bo required to hold the dish 
securely on its resting place,, while 
each person serves himself. 
AVhen 


iroperly done, the right hand is en- 
tirely concealed. 


Another point of this service which 


:akes an inexperienced maid time to 
earn, as a-rule, Is that the dishes must 
3e put very close'to'th^ plates of those 
helping themselves. 
The natural in- 


clination of the waitress seems to be 
to keep the food both high and away. 
It is usually necessary that she shall 
bend while serving, and the dish in her 
hands'should be almost touching the 
plate on the -table. The woman must 
also be taught to tip a platter slightly, 
that gravy may be taken up. 


The mysteries of using both a fork 


and tablespoon to each dish ot vege- 
tables are other innovations which 
need explaining to ths novice. There 
Is scarcely any food in a big dish 
which Is not more easily transferred to 
a plato by using two utensils for it. 
Some vegetablesv such as. Saratoga 
chips and asparagus, it is practically 
Impossible to get into a spoon without 
assistance of a fork. A new maid who 
does not so equip each of her dishes 
must be taught to do so, and a house- 
keeper who Is going through her own 
apprenticeship need not be afraid of 
following the custom too often. 


Fashion now decrees another way

They arc not brought hy themselves, 
last, as in former years. ' The glass 
basins arc put on the dessert plates, a 
lace or linen doily being under ench 
basin.

Judge W. P. Pollard, of St. Louis,

Icould charge their degradation to tho 
toe of alcohol. Lieut. Col. McHardy, 
of Edinburgh, Scotland, coincided with 
Judge Pollard as to the percentage of 
crimes occurring in. the former Scotch 
capital. 


Judge Pollard won the support of 


the delegates from twenty-three coun- 
tries- for the adoption of his plan ii 
suspend sentence In the case of every 
first offender who Is brought into court 
charged with drunkenness. This in- 
yblves such.first offenders signing a 
•pledge to abstain for one year. If the 
probationers fall to live up to their 
pledge they-may be arrested and sum- 
marily sentenced. 


The knowledge that one drink may 


mean a prison sentence, Judge Pollard 
argued, kept many a man straight un- 
til he had time to collect himself. The 
penalty for failure to keep faith with 
the court was not settled,, several of 
the-delegates arguing In favor of var- 
ious degrees of punishment The prin- 
ciple, however, .was regarded as ad- 
mirable, and 4t)0 delegates urged Its 
adoption by the various governments 
of the -world.
